1 . Claims 3, 4, 7, 8, and 9 are pending. Claims 3, 7, 8, and 9 have been amended. 
Applicant's amendment and response filed April 10, 2008 have been entered and 
carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With respect to the prior rejection of claim 9 under 35 USC 1 1 2 first paragraph 
based on nonenablement for the prevention glaucoma. Applicant has deleted reference 
to preventing glaucoma from the claim. Therefore the rejection of pending claim 9 as not 
enabled is hereby withdrawn. 

3. With respect to the prior rejection of claims 3, 7, and 8 under 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph on the ground of being indefinite, Applicant has amended claim 3 to read in 
independent form, and has amended claims 7 and 8 to depend from claim 3 thereby 
obviating the rejection. 

4. The claimed subject matter was found to be non-obvious over the prior art. 
Amended claims 3, 7, 8, and 9 introduced no new matter.
